required by the department. The in=transit card is valid for
use only within forty=eight hours after the purchase date as
gnQicated on the bill of sale which shall be carried by the
river.

such prize was obtained. This subsection shall not be
construed to prohibit a commercial organization from giving
away pull=tab tickets, instant tickets, coupons, or tokens
free of charge as part of a promotional activity, provided
that the other provisions of this section are complied with.

Sec. 26. I10WA LOTTERY DIVISION == TRANSITION PROVISIONS.

1. _For purposes of this section, unless the context
otherwise requires:

a. "lowa lottery authority” means the lowa lottery
authority created in 2003 lowa Acts, chapter 178.

b. ™"lowa lottery division” means the lowa lottery division
of the department of revenue as created in this Act under
chapter 99G.

2. The lowa lottery division shall be the legal successor
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to the lowa lottery authority and, as such, shall assume all
rights, privileges, obligations, and responsibilities of the
lowa Iotterg authorit¥. The promulgated rules of the lowa
lottery authority shall remain in full force and effect as the
rules of the division until amended or repealed by the
division. In addition, the lowa lottery division may continue
the securitg practices and procedures utilized by the lowa
lottery authority until amended or repealed by the division.

3. Notwithstanding any provision of chapter 99G, as
amended by this Act, to the contrary, the chief executive
officer of the lowa lottery authority shall serve as the
initial chief executive officer of the lowa lottery division.

4. Personnel of the lowa lottery authority employed on the
effective date of this Act, shall be transferred to the lowa
lottery division as the initial division employees.

5. The lowa Iotter¥ division shall function as the legal
successor to the lowa lottery authority and shall assume
control of all of the assets and assume all of the obligations
of the lowa lottery authority, and funds of the state shall
not be used or obligated to pay the expenses or prizes of the
lowa lottery division or its predecessor, the lowa lottery
authority.

6. In order to effect an immediate and efficient
transition of the lottery from the lowa Iotterg authority to
the lowa lottery division, as soon as practicable, the lowa
lottery division shall do all of the following:

a. Take such steps and enter into such agreements as the
board of the lowa lottery division may determine are necessary
and proper in order to effect the transfer, assignment, and
delivery to the division from the authority of all the
tan?ible and intangible assets constitutin% the lottery,
including the exclusive right to operate the lottery and the
assignment to and assumption by the division of all
agreements, covenants, and obligations of the lowa lottery
?uthority relating to the operation and management of the

ottery.

b. Receive as transferee from the lowa lottery authority
all of the tangible and intangible_ assets constituting the
lottery including, without limitation, the exclusive
authorization to operate a lottery in the state of lowa and
ownership of annuities and bonds purchased prior to the date
of transfer and held in the name of the lowa lottery authority
for payment of lottery prizes, and shall assume and discharge
all of the agreements, covenants, and obligations of the lowa
lottery authority entered into and constituting part of the
operation and management of the lottery.

EXPLANATION

This bill transfers the operation of the lowa lottery from
the lowa lottery authority to the lowa lottery division of the
department of revenue.

Code section 99G.2, concerning the purpose and intent of
the lottery, is amended to eliminate the statement that the
lottery operate as a nonprofit authority.

Code section 99G.4, creating the lowa lottery authority as
a public authority, is amended to provide that the lowa
lottery is a state agency for all purposes and established
within the department of revenue.

Code section 99G.9, concerning the duties of the lowa
lottery authority board, is amended to provide that the board
aﬁproves submission of a proposed budget to the director of
the department of management. Current law provides that the
?oard as the authority to approve the budget of the lowa

ottery.

Codg section 99G.10, concerning personnel of the lowa
lottery, is amended to provide that the compensation of the
key personnel of the lottery shall be set under the pay plan
for exempt positions in the executive branch and not by the
chief executive of the lottery. In addition, the Code section
is amended to remove the authority of the chief executive
officer and the board to determine the number of full=time
equivalent positions in the lottery and to establish incentive
programs for employees.

Code section 99G.21, concerning the powers of the lottery,
is amended to eliminate the ability of the lottery to acquire
or lease real property or to enter into contracts to incur
debt in its own name or to enter into financing agreements.

Code section 99G.40, concerning audits and reports of the
lottery, is amended to provide that the submission of a
proposed budget to the department of management is not solely
for informational purposes but is to comply with_the
requirements of Code section 8.23 regarding submission of



budgets by state departments.

The bill also includes a transition provision to provide
for the transfer of the lowa lottery from the lowa lottery
authority to the lowa lottery division.
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
